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The history of a region's growth is recorded in the development of the urban 
landscape. No part of the city has more importance or wealth of information 
than the urban center. Downtown's street patterns, buildings and open spaces 
are a record of the taste and interests of Milwaukee's people and institutions. 


Milwaukee's 700 acre downtown contains landmarks dating back to the origins of 
the city. Pere Marquette Park in the heart of the downtown marks the 1674 camp- 
site of the Jesuit missionary and first known white explorer of this region; Pere 
Jacques Marquette. The bridges angling over the Milwaukee River and the con- 
trasting street patterns on either side, reflect the competitive relationship 
between the three 18th century pioneer settlements that predated Milwaukee: 
Juneautown, Kilbourntown and Walker's Point. Throughout downtown impressive 
architecture of several styles and eras dating back to the mid-l19th century 
depict stages in the city's social, economic, and political growth. These and 
many other elements are woven into an attractive and delicate urban fabric which 
must be constantly protected despite continually changing economic and physical 
conditions. 


It is the philosophy of the Milwaukee Redevelopment Corporation that the selective 
rebuilding of the downtown requires both enthusiasm and respect for the built and 
the natural environment. AS a service to designers, developers, and Milwaukee's 
citizens this corporation commissioned James R. Dorr, Master in Architecture, 
University of Wisconsin - Milwaukee to produce this survey. It contains descrip- 
tions of 101 downtown historically or architecturally significant buildings. 


The existing city provides the context in which redevelopment planning will take 
place. We encourage public participation in the enrichment of this already 
great city.

Sic MARINE PLAZA 
lll E. Wisconsin Avenue 





The first major glass curtain wall in Milwaukee was the Harrison and Abramovitz 
design for the new Marine National Exchange Bank. The building's skin is green 
tinted and green opaque glass divided at regular intervals by vertical stainless 
steel mullions. 


The entry pavilion is an open 3 story glass box set on the Wisconsin Avenue plaza. 

A glass escalator hall links the pavilion to the office tower under a roof supported 
by concrete columns and vaulting. The glass enclosure is a light pleasant experience, 
and an ideal space for all kinds of public events and exhibitions. 


Great sensitivity is given to the pedestrian in the gracious setbacks along Wisconsin, 
Water Street, and the River, and plaza landscaping incorporated therein. The open- 
ness of the plaza, the entry pavilion and its pivotal location downtown make the 
Marine Bank a landmark for visitors and Milwaukeeans alike. Small shops and 

airline offices occupy much of the ground level of the structure. 


To the south of the Plaza and connected via a second level skywalk across Michigan 
Street is a 5% story parking structure housing 750 cars, with a drive-in bank, 
small retail store and gas station at the first level. A green perforated metal 
screeing covers the outer wall of the structure providing ventilation and light, 
while softening the visual impact of the building on surrounding architecture.

4. IBM BUILDING 
611 E. Wisconsin Avenue 





The eight story building near the east end of Wisconsin Avenue is the IBM Headquarters. 
The first floor is open and elevated above the street to provide a separation for office 
privacy. The glass walls are set back from the building facade, creating an interesting 
interaction between street and office activity. 


The typical office floor is basically open with only two interior columns and the central 
vertical circulation core interrupting the space. Exterior walls are load bearing 
hollow columns of precast concrete carried on a transfer beam at the first level. These 
columns also serve as air ducts for the building's mechanical systems. 


Building materials are limestone aggregate in white precast concrete, giving the facades 
a warm gray color juxtaposed with silver reflective glass. The design incorporates a 
unique integrated mechanical-structural system, providing great space efficiency at res- 
sonably low cost ($17.55/s.f.).

5. THE JOURNAL SQUARE 
333 W. State Street Bs 





Journal Square is a one square block development owned by The Journal Company. These 
buildings house the corporate headquarters of The Journal Company and also the managing 
offices, editorial and production facilities of Newspapers, Inc., a subsidiary that 
produces the Milwaukee Journal (evening) and Milwaukee Sentinel (morning - oldest news- 
paper in the state). 


Over the last five decades the company has expanded in the communications field with the 
founding of radio and telvision stations and the acquisition of a number of other 
businesses, both electronic (broadcasting) and printing, including the purchase of the 
Milwaukee Sentinel in 1962 from the Hearst Corporation. Newspapers, Inc. employs some 
2,700 people in over a half million square feet of office and production space in the 
downtown area. 


The original newspaper building at 333 W. State Street was designed by Chicago Architect 
Frank D. Chase. The classic design has a kasota stone exterior. One of the highlights 

is a carved stone frieze (350 feet long with characters 6 feet high) by Arthur Weary. 

It is a picture narrative of the history of communications. Beneath it, in the lunettes 
above the third story windows carved in stone are twenty of the "marks" which identify 
famed early printers. Other highlights include large cast iron spandrels embellished with 
low relief ornamentation around the large windows and main entrance on State Street. 


The Journal Company management's continuing support in maintaining a healthy downtown is 
manifested by the reinvestment in their State Street headquarters. In 1962 the company 
doubled its production space with an $8 million, 7 story addition equipped with $6 million 
worth of the most innovative machinery in the business. This included an automatic lead 
delivery system for place casting, an automatic newspaper sorter and counter system, a 
completely automated paper roll handling system and new high speed letterpresses completely 
equipped for color reproduction. 


When the addition was completed in 1962, the renovation of the existing facilities was 
begun. The process spread out over several years and included a $2.7 million exterior 
restoration, reglazing, interior redesign of the headquarters building, and similar 

work to the two smaller buildings at 918-22 N. 4th Street. A finishing touch to the program 
was the fountain and sidewalk landscaping along Kilbourn Avenue, screening the parking lot 
and service area from pedestrian and vehicular view.

Northwestern National is one of Milwaukee's oldest corporations. Founded in L869, 
the firm erected its first permanent headquarters building in 1904. The French 
Renaissance design is the work of Milwaukee architects Ferry & Clas. The building 
facing material is limestone ashlar broken up by large window bays along the south 
and east facades. These are framed by pairs of fluted Ionic columns, their upper 
third decorated with ornate carvings. The French influence is especially noticeable 
in the terra cotta and sheet copper mansard roof. 


In 1927, a small four-story addition was built adjoining the north end of the 
building along Jefferson Street. In the late 1950's the growing demand for office 
space dictated the need to expand. In 1962 the addition was gutted down to its 
structure, and six floors were constructed atop the old frame. Finally the building 
was faced with a combination of curtain wall on two facades and a tan brick on the 
other two. Parking lots on Wisconsin Avenue and Mason Street received special 
attention in the form of landscaping to soften the effect of the open lots to the 
pedestrian's view. 


NN Corporation is the holding company for Northwestern National Insurance Company. 
Together they occupy the old landmark building, as well as all but one floor of 
the new center.

7. FIRST BANK/MIDLAND 
MILWAUKEE DIVISION

FIRST BANK/Midland Milwaukee Division (formerly Midland National Bank) is a relative new- 
comer to the Milwaukee banking scene, established in 1965. Prior to the bank's occupancy, 
the building at 2nd and Wisconsin was an aging run-down structure. In 1964, the decision 
was made to renovate the building. A design competition was held and Richard P. Blake 
supplied the winning design, 


Renovation included all new mechanical services, as well as new facades and interior re- 
design. The exterior masonry walls were removed and replaced with a precast concrete and 
glass/aluminum curtain wall. First and second levels of the building were set back for 
pedestrian protection. The setback detail is a series of parabolic concrete arches along 
Wisconsin Avenue and 2nd Street, creating an outdoor sidewalk arcade with a good view of 
the first floor banking function. The second or mezzanine floor leads out to balconies 
along the streets under the arches. The interior space is dominated by a spiral staircase 
which winds up into the building's center bay, connecting the primary banking offices to 
the lower lobby. 


The main building is surrounded on two sides by a three-level structure carefully integrated 
with the main banking functions. This section includes retail space along Wisconsin Avenue 
and contains the private Exchequer Club, bank dining facilities, handball and squash courts 
and meeting rooms on the upper levels.

The first portion (bus terminal 
under the parking structure) was completed in 1965. The remainder of the development, 

the office building linked to the parking facility, was not finished until 1966 due to 

financial difficulties of the developer. 


In 1968 the Memphis based developer, Bloomfield Industries, sold the building to the 
present owner, Emory T. Clark of the Clark Oil and Refining Corporation. Clark put 
the finishing touches on portions that the previous owner had not completed. 


The building has a steel structural frame, fireproofed with concrete. The exterior walls 
are precast concrete and glass curtain wall construction. There are 18 floors of office 
space and 1 floor of mechanical above first floor retail and second floor parking.

The Lewis Building sits in the midst of what was once a thriving Italian neighborhood. 
As the downtown area became more commercially oriented, this old 3rd Ward area aged, 
and residential buildings were cleared to make way for more land intensive uses. 


In 1963 a Milwaukee shoe manufacturer and one-time candidate for Governor, Abe Swed, 
constructed the Lewis Center, named after his son-in-law, Dr. Jordan Lewis. In 1970 
Towne Realty purchased the building and is the current manager. 


The building has four office floors and a basement with the main entrance on Michigan 
Street. There is parking behind and underneath part of the structure. The exterior 
is a purple brick masonry facade with white concrete trim around windows and doors.

14. TOWNE REALTY

Historically this site was one of the most active boat landings in the Milwaukee 

area. Excursion boats from Chicago and other Michigan and Wisconsin harbors once 
tied up here. The Iroquois (Milwaukee tourist boat) is the last remnant of that 

age gone by. 


On the adjacent site west of the river was the Milwaukee Sentinel Building. This 
area at the intersection of Plankinton and Michigan was then called "Republican 
Corner" for the State G.O.P. conventions held at the Plankinton House Hotel across 
the street and because of the Sentinel's political views. 


In the early 60's the City decided to sell the property yia a sealed bid with the 
stipulation that the accepted bidder put up 2 parking structure for approximately 
700 cars. 


The Towne Realty Building is a unique design concept in combined office/parking 
structures. The steel reinforced poured concrete shell integrates three floors 
of modern offices above 659 parking spaces on seven split levels. An open and 
wide helical ramp spirals up the south elevation of the building, providing simple 
and convenient access to and from all levels. 


At ground level there are two commercial users (Sally's Cocktail Lounge and Nino's 
Restaurant) flanking the elevator lobby. Two elevators serve both the parking 
and the office, and a third serves only the office levels.

A major addition to the Milwaukee skyline and architecture is the M&I Marshall & Iisley 
Bank building. It occupies one of the choice parcels of real estate in the downtown 
adjacent to City Hall along Water Street. The street level lobby and first ten floors 


are used by the M&I Bank, leaving 9 floors of rentable office space and 2 mechanical 
FLOOTS « 


A nine level parking structure adjoins the office building to the north, stacked neatly 
above a drive-in bank facility. Present capacity is 421 cars, although the structure was 
engineered to accommodate 4 additional levels or 144 more cars. 


The development as a whole is characterized by its strong vertical lines created by narrow, 
tan colored precast concrete mullions that separate the dark bronze colored glass and 
curtain wall. Concrete fins of the same color and proportions are hung from the spandrel 
beams of the parking structure, providing well integrated visual cover for the parking 

and ventilation for autombile exhaust. 


Between the two buildings and set back from both is an airy 24% story glass lobby, serving 
both structures via elevators and stairs and subtly interrupting the strong vertical feel 
of the development. A 30 foot curtain wall of bronze glass and rectangular aluminum 
millions fronts on Water Street, identifying the entry and accenting the changing building 
mass. 


The openness and visibility of the lobby space is carried over to the first level of the 
office tower, which along with two sidewalk canopies, create an intimate urban space and 
an interesting pedestrian experience.

Knights Tower is the national headquarters for the Catholic Knights Insurance Society. 
Founded in 1885, this organization is a fraternal insurance society that provides 
insurance to Catholic families. The Society is a nonprofit entity dedicated to the 
Immaculate Conception. 


The tower is functionally is divided into commercial and housing areas. Separate ground 
floor lobbies serve the ten residential floors, and the restaurant and six office 
floors. The 120 apartments of the building -- 100 one bedroom and 20 studio units -- 
are located above the office floors. 


The building has a steel reinforced poured concrete structure sheathed in a glass and 
aluminum wall. Adjaining the north facade is a poured concrete four-story parking 
structure for apartment and office tenants. There are 152 car stalls in the structure 
and space for another 37 cars in the surface parking lot.

One of the more eye-catching west side projects built in the past few years is Security 
Savings & Loan at the corner of 2nd and Wisconsin Avenue. The office renovation stripped 
the old masonry walls from a sturdy building, replaced the mechanical systems and re- 
finished the structure with gold reflective glass curtain walls. 


The mullions are thin black strips of aluminum framed in black granite. The wall juts out 
at the elevators with one glass enclosed elevator exposed to wisconsin Avenue and a closed 
granite staircase on 2nd Street. The first floor is recessed a few feet to identify the 
lobby and accommodate the different glazing treatment at the pedestrian level. 


Security Savings & Loan is the major user of the building. However, several other pro- 
fessional and small corporate offices lease the upper four floors. This was one ina 
series of office renovations in the downtown which has improved: the-quality of office 
space and appeal of the downtown architecture.

Time Insurance is presently housed in two buildings at 5th and Wells Streets. Land assembly 


for the new development occurred in 1966 after a fire destroyed run-down buildings on 

the adjoining sites. The original building, the "Wisconsin Telephone Company Grand Avenue 
Building," a 9-story building designed by A.C. Eschweiler in 1905, was renovated in 1968. 
In 1969-70, a new ten-story building was built adjoining the older, allowing for future 
expansion. The new building has a steel structure, faced with tan colored precast panels 
and black heat absorbing glass. The three major facades are broken up into three vertical 
bays of glass recessed from the four massive columns. The result is a nicely detailed 


contemporary office design. 


The streetscape around the new building is brick pavers, in-ground tree planters and 
pedestrian scale lighting, incorporated in a 20 foot setback along 5th Street. The line 
of honey locust trees is continued west along Wells Street to 6th Street, softening the 
effect of the surface parking and complementing the positive impact of the overall design.

The Van Buren Building is perhaps the best example of a tasteful, economical office re- 
novation in the downtown. The 50 year old grahic arts/office building had wide window 
openings and masonry facades. The new brick facing was applied over the old, respecting 
the existing fenestration but replacing the old window units with large panes of bronze- 
tinted, insulated glass. Mechanical equipment was modernized, including installation of 
air conditioning. Finally, the office floors were redesigned to provide more useful, 
attractive and well organized spaces. 


Major constraints were a very limited budget and the maintaining of useable office space 
for tenants while construction was going on. Working within these, the architect came 
up with a simple, well-proportioned finely detailed masonry solution with minimal dis- 
ruption of tenants' operations. The final construction cost was $14.88/s.f.

In 1972-73, the First Federal Plaza was erected directly east of the older office to meet 
First Federal's and the speculative market's demands for centrally located, modern and 


efficient office space. The new Plaza combines office, commercial and parking facilities 
in a single structure covering one-half block. 


The street level of the structure is designed for lobby and 8,200 square feet of commercial 
space, auto service facilities, and a restaurant. Levels 2 - 5 are assigned to parking 
for 420 cars. The 6 - 20 floors are for offices, health facilities, vending machines and 
cafeteria/lounge, and includes one and one half floors of mechanical equipment. In total, 
the structure contains 203,764 rentable square feet. 


The architects for the Plaza sought to define the various space uses with a facade treatment 
that was functionally expressive. The street level lobby and retail stores are set back” ~~ 
from the building line creating a comfortable arcade and convenient weather protection 
for window browsers and office users. Parking levels above are expressed with precast 
concrete panels made with a white quartz and voids, providing ventilation for car exhaust 
and hiding the cars from pedestrian view. The floors atop the parking use the same white 
concrete with solar bronze glazing to express the office function of the upper levels.

Few institutions have shown greater sensitivity for Milwaukee's urban environment than 
First Federal Savings and Loan Association of Wisconsin. They have made sizable 
investments in the downtown in recent years with the renovation of a major office 
building and construction of a new multi-purpose structure. 


In 1971-72, First Federal made a firm statement of commitment by renovating its savings 
and loan and office headquarters at the corner of Wisconsin Avenue and Water Street. 
This initial step had a powerful positive impact on the environment because of its prime 
location at the downtown's most active and important intersection, and because it pre- 
served an integral piece of the City's architectural history and evolution. 


First Federal, formerly the "Bankers Building", originally constructed in 1928, was 
designed by one of Milwaukee's oldest and most prestigious architectural firms, Eschweiler 
and Eschweiler. It combined light and dark tones of orange-brown brick and a light 

orange terra cotta in low relief sculptural ornamentation. The result is an unpretentious 
richly detailed masonry facade, like that seen on Eschweiler homes throughout the City. 


Streetscape treatment of honey locusts and sidewalk paving pattern supplies the finishing 
touch, tying the Plaza and First Federal Building together and providing an attractive 
buffer between automobile and pedestrian activity. 


In 1971, Kenneth Kurtz, another Milwaukee architect, redesigned the three lower floors 
to reflect a more modern efficient image. Kurtz's solution opened up the street level

with large window walls of tinted glass and increased the second and third floor 
fenestration for executive offices. By maintaining the building's major vertical lines 
and sensitive masonry details, the architect was able to achieve a result that both 
respected the building's original statement and integrated the open clean lines and 
efficiencies of modern design. Building renovation and sidewalk landscape were completed.

Rising 42 stories, 601 feet above Lake Michigan, the First Wisconsin Center is the 
state's tallest building and headquarters for the First Wisconsin National Bank. The 
Center combines banking, office, shopping, entertainment and parking in a contemporary 
design covering two blocks. 


Banking facilities and offices occupy most of the first level and floors 2 - 19 of the 
tower. The remaining 21 floors are leased office space, with an observation deck at 
the 4lst floor. A one level commercial mall bridging Michigan Avenue contains 80,000 
square feet of shops and restaurants adjoining a three level parking structure between 
Clybourn and Michigan. The total development approaches 1.3 million square feet plus 
parking for 1,000 cars. 


First Wisconsin Center is a powerful addition to the downtown's quality office market 
as well as to the City's architectural character. 


The steel frame structure is clad in white painted aluminum and solar bronze glass. 
The rectilinear curtain wall is interrupted at three intervals by two story trusses 
that serve as wind bracing, which also mark the mechanical floors. The bank lobby is 
an open plan, skylit, two story space. Trees and plants fill the atrium giving the 
banking area a very bright and colorful atmosphere. The lavish continuum from lobby 
to galleria is detailed in chrome, glass and travertine and decorated with works from 
three well known artists.

The Office on the Square is a 50,000 square foot speculative commercial building 
constructed in 1970 on a very small piece of property purchased from the State of 
Wisconsin under the condition that the existing structure would be razed. 


Initial cost of this speculative building was extremely important, but great em- 
phasis was placed on designing a building that would be compatible with other struc- 
tures on Jefferson Street that date back to the late 1800's. The intent was to design 
a building that would enhance this unique vintage neighborhood rather than change it. 


The building was designed with expansion in mind and has now developed into part of 
a complex covering the entire half block fronting on Jefferson Street. More recent 
developments include a 60,000 square foot office addition, a parking structure for 
564 cars and 50,000 square feet of prestige shops and restaurants around a central 
atrium space. The addition was designed to echo the forms of the original building 
and uses the same weathering steel, brick and glass facade. The structural frame 
is fireproofed steel. —

This new headquarters office building houses the customer service and corporate management 
personnel of Blue Cross of Wisconsin and Surgical Care Blue Shield. It has consolidated 
some 800 out of 1,500 employees of Blue Cross and Blue Shield formerly scattered about 

the city. 


The ultimate design by local architectural firm Brust-Zimmerman is a ten-story, 250,000 
square foot office building. The construction is steel frame with a curtain wall of precast 
concrete panels and dark solar tinted glass. These materials give the building crisp 

edges, and sheer flush facades. The strength of the design lies in the sculpting of the 
building mass and the subtle rhythms created by the glass and concrete modules. The 
modified cube form is achieved by the subtraction of the northeast corner, creating a 
triangular pedestrian plaza facing Carl Zeidler Park and the Boston Store. 


Blue Cross also owns the block to the west of the new office structure. Presently that 
property is cleared and temporarily assigned to use as surface parking for employees. A 
second building may be constructed there in the future.

32. JOHNSON CONTROLS, INC. 
507 E. Michigan Street 





Johnson Controls, Inc. was founded in 1885 by Warren S. Johnson as the Johnson Electric 
Service Company. With the financial assistance of John Plankinton, Johnson set up an 
electrical controls manufacturing shop in a garage which stood behind the present Boston 
Store. Fifteen years later, the business had blossomed into national markets, constructing 
its first permanent headquarters in 1902 at the corner of Michigan and Jefferson Streets. 


H.J. Esser designed this combined office/manufacturing building which is said to have been 
the first reinforced concrete structure in Milwaukee. Six of seven stories were completed 
when it collapsed into Michigan Street in 1902 at the loss of 4,700 man-hours of labor. 
Construction was immediately restarted and the first phase of the building was completed 
in 1903. The eastern half second phase was added in 1924. This addition by architects 
Buemming and Guth blends perfectly with the original design details, materials and pro- 
portion. 


Today, Johnson Controls is housed in six buildings occupying three-quarters of a block. 
These buildings have all been remodeled and integrated over the last half-century with 

major construction in the early 50's and 70's. The most recent work was coordinated by 
Architecture 360 (Harper Drake). It included redesign of manufacturing to office space 
and renovations of all mechanical systems. 


This work has established the downtown buildings as the national/intérnational office 
headquarters for the corporation. The actual manufacturing of Johnson Controls Building 
Automation Systems is now handled in the outlying plants around the city, eight plants 
across the country, and two in Europe.

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Since its founding in 1857, Northwestern Mutual, the nation's 8th largest insurance company, 
has played a vital role in the history of Milwaukee's downtown development. The firm 

has contributed nearly $10 million for the construction of three landmark office buildings 
downtown and is now about to add another major development to that Liste. 


In 1870, the first Northwestern Mutual Headquarters, designed by Milwaukee Architect 
Edward Townsend Mix, was erected on the northwest corner of Wisconsin Avenue and Broadway. 
This five-story example of Victorian Gothic architecture with its graceful mansard roof 
was razed in 1965, making way for the First Federal Plaza. 


The second NML office was constructed just one block south of the first. This was a massive 
stone Richardsonian Romanesque structure, designed by S.S. Beman (Chicago) in 1885. It 
still stands intact at 611 N. Broadway as one of the grandest commercial buildings of its 
time. 


In 1912, the third and present headquarters was constructed at 720 E. Wisconsin Avenue in 
a magnificent neo-classical edifice designed by Marshall & Fox, Chicago. The $3.1 million, 
8 story granite structure is, without a doubt, one of Milwaukee's most impressive pieces 
of architecture. The Chicago firm of Holabird & Root designed an 8 story, 280,000 square 
foot, $4.3 million addition in 1930. This building stands directly north of the main 
office. 


The new building plan calls for a $20,000,000, 16 story, 500,000 square foot office structure 
situated directly east of Cass Street, across from the 1930 addition. When the new office 

is completed sometime in 1977-78, the Holabird & Root structure will be razed to make way 

for a glass enclosed galleria and landscaped plaza along Mason Street. The galleria will 
link the new offices to the original headquarters with a second level skywalk over Cass 
Street. The new development will occupy two square blocks of land, encompassing a small 
County Park and adding a substantial amount of landscaped. privately owned space along 
Wisconsin Avenue.

In addition to office and galleria space, the company has broken ground on a 750 car 
parking structure, across Mason Street and north of the present headquarters. The 


parking building was occupied in December, 1977.

The Northwestern Mutual concept is to maintain the 1912 building as the focal point 


and symbol of the company's headquarters. 


The office expansion therefore will have 


its own unique architectural profile, but one that blends amicably with the old stately 


design.

In the last decades of the 19th Century Guido Pfister, one of Milwaukee's pioneer 
tanners, conceived a project to build a grand Victorian hotel for the CLEY: 
Pfister's plans for the 100 room Pfister Hotel were executed in 1892 by his son 
Charles Pfister. 


Architects Henry C. Kock and Hermann U. Esser created the "Richardsonian" ro- 
manesque design building. The first 3 floors are rock faced limestone, and the 
rest are Cream City Brick trimmed with buff terra cotta and stained glass. This 
is one of the few hotels in the country to have retained its Victorian elegance 
inside and out. 


In 1965 construction of more hotel space and a parking structure was begun. Rasche, 
Schroeder and Spransy were the architects for the 23 story, 200 room addition. 

The first 6% levels are devoted to retail and parking for 300 cars. Floors 7-0 
are meeting rooms and convention facilities, 11-22 hold 200 hotel rooms, and the 
23rd floor is restaurant and entertainment. The addition is constructed of con- 
crete and steel with a brick and concrete facing. 


In 1966 the interior of the original building was restored and remodeled to re- 
vitalize the original Victorian decor and link to the new addition. The entire 
project was completed in 1967.

_The Ambrosia Chocolate Company grew out of an old office furniture factory on N. 5th and 
Highland owned by Otto J. Schoenleber. In 1894 the furniture business closed and Schoenleber 
pooled resources with a German chocolate maker to convert the frame building for the pro- 
duction of chocolate. Three and five story additions were constructed in 1907 and 1937 
respectively, marking one of the major early growth periods. These expansions and another 

in 1941 enabled Ambrosia to supply the demands of local consumers, as well as a major portion 
of the Armed forces' needs during both World Wars. 


Most of its first half century of operation, Ambrosia produced mainly solid chocolate for 
local consumers. This changed in 1948 with a major shift to the manufacturing of industrial 
cocoa and sugar products for the national market. The impetus for this corporate revolution 
came from Otto J. Schoenleber's daughter, B. Schoenleber who directed the company from 

1927 to her death in 1953. Her successor L. Russell Cook was an equally progressive 
president, continuing expansion with the construction of silos for the bulk sugar and cocoa 
bean storage and two production space additions. Cook carried the company through one of 
its greatest growth periods in the late 50's and early 60's. Further expansion included 
purchase of another existing plant in Newark, New Jersey and construction of a new plant 

in Charlotte, North Carolina making Ambrosia the nation's 4th largest chocolate manufacturer. 


In 1964, Ambrosia merged with W.R. Grace and Company of New York City extending its 
products into international markets. This move sparked the most recent addition, o stories 
of production and office space completed in 1967. Today, Ambrosia continues to manufacture 
its growing line of trademark products, "food of the gods."

Oe MARC PLAZA HOTEL 
509 W. Wisconsin Avenue 





Historically, the Marc Plaza (formerly the Schroeder Hotel) has long been a focal 
point for major social and political events in Milwaukee and Southeastern Wisconsin. 
This 1927 stone and masonry fortress, designed by Chicago Architect Holabird and 


Roche, stands on what was, in 1833, a Potowatomi Indian Village atop a steep bluff 
overlooking the Milwaukee River. 


The massive structure rises 23 stories in a dramatic interplay of rectangular forms, 
stepping back from its broad base. Building materials consist of limestone ashlar 
above a black and pink polished granite base, with red brick and buff terra-cotta 
facing the 5th through 23rd floors. The art deco influence is apparent in the low 
relief ornament carved in the limestone. 


The Marc Plaza has a prime location, situated on Wisconsin Avenue, within a five 
minute walk of the downtown's major retail area, the new convention center, and the 
offices of State, County, and City governments. With its 572 rooms, elegant dining 


and meeting rooms, and lobby, this hotel has been a major influence in downtown 
development. 


In 1972-74, the interior of the hotel received a major renovation and in 1974-75, a 
six level, 450 car parking structure was built adjoining the southwest corner oF 

the hotel. As part of the same building program, an indoor pool was added adjacent 
to the parking structure along 6th Street. Rasche, Schroeder, Spransy, & Associates 
were the architects for the $3 million improvements. 


The Hotel management has prepared plans for a 29 story addition directly west of the 
Plaza adjoining the parking structure.

The combined parking and retail structure was constructed on land purchased from the 
City of Milwaukee through a design, bid, construct competition and is a privately 
owned speculative venture. The site is located on Jefferson Street just south of 
Office on the Square, where the Layton Art Gallery stood until 1957 (decorative stone 
from the art gallery is part of the interior plaza). This dictated that the design 
of the combined structure had to be compatible with the adjacent Office on the Square 
while being sensitive to the smaller scale shops and offices located in the older 
residences and commercial structures on the east side of the street. 


The first three levels, 47,000 square feet, are constructed for shop space which 

focuses on a three-story interior plaza containing vertical circulation for the structure. 
The upper five and one-half levels contain parking spaces for 560 cars. The interior 
circulation has one-way traffic with the entrance on Mason Street and exit on Wells 
Street. The structure is constructed of poured-in-place concrete columns with post- 
tensioned beams and decks. Exterior materials of brick, weathering steel and glass 

were used to harmonize with the Office on the Square. The lower shop levels were 
fragmented and use brick and glass exterior materials to create a scale and eharacter 
compatible with the shops and offices to the east. These facilities were completed 

in June, 1975.

Pabst Brewery was founded in 1844, 2 years before Milwaukee received its Charter. 
Since that time, Pabst has expanded to several other major cities, but Milwaukee 
continues to be the head office and a major production center. 


In 1975 the corporation announced its plans to build a new industrial building 
downtown for the storage and distribution necessary for their projected increase 
in production. In the next few years minor changes in the brewing equipment will 
allow Pabst to up the production of the Milwaukee plant from 5.3 to 6 million 
barrels per annum. 


The new center is a two story, 160,000 square foot building covering the entire 
block bounded by Juneau, Highland, 8th and 9th Streets. The first level will 
support city sales loading and delivery, and the second level will be used for 
conveying, palletizing, storage, and shipping of case beer.

John Plankinton came to Milwaukee in 1844 at the age of 24 to make his fortune in 
meat packing. Working with his partners Philip D. Armour and Patrick Cudahy, 
Plankinton built several major factories in the Menomonee Industrial Valley. When he 
died in 1891, the $7 million estate from his dealings in industry, banking and real 
estate was used to form the Plankinton Trust. 


The Plankinton Building was the first major project of the Trust. It was a two-story 
retail arcade built in 1917, one of the grandest buildings of its kind in the Midwest. 
In 1925 an additional five floors of offices were built on top of the shopping mall. 
Over the years the building has undergone several changes as a result of changing 
commercial operations, the closing of the W.T. Grant Store using the entire west end, 


and several minor fires. 


In the early 1970's the Trust initiated a plan to renovate the arcade and exterior retail 
facade. Plans were announced in October, 1974 for a 2-3 year plan to renovate the fircEc 
two floors. Brust-Zimmerman was the architect contracted to organize and supervise 

the work. 


The current plans are to restore much of the first level interior to its original "turn- 
of-the-century" charm and to develop a uniform retail signage along Wisconsin Avenue. 
Second floor and basement plans are still being discussed.

9. JUNEAU VILLAGE 
1029 N. Jackson 





Juneau Village is a seven-year project containing a variety of housing types and a 
shopping plaza. A.L. Grootemaat is the owner and developer of the three-phase project 
which has been built on urban renewal property. Phase I is three high-rise apartment 
buildings and a small shopping center. Phases II and III are garden apartment complexes. 
The entire project covers more than ten acres in the heart of the northeast residential 
quarter of the downtown. 


Juneau Village I was begun in 1965 as the largest single addition to Milwaukee's 
downtown housing stock. This phase has a total of 598 high-rise apartment units over 
350 underground parking spaces, and a landscaped plaza and outdoor pool. 62,000 square 
feet of retail and office space are directly across the street. 


The 62,000 square foot commercial center is comprised of three restaurants, a Super- 
market, a drug store, liquor store, and offices on two levels. There is both surface 
parking and underground parking for shoppers and a drive for pickup and deliveries. 
The center is conveniently located along Jackson and Van Buren Streets. 


Juneau Village II (Juneau Village Garden Apartments) was built in 1969-70 on two acres 
of urban renewal property at the southwest corner of Jackson and Ogden. The complex 

is four two-story buildings, including 125 garden apartments and underground parking 
for 97 cars. There are 66 one bedroom, 48 two bearoom and 6 efficiency apartments, 
with laundry and recreation rooms in the basements. 


Juneau Village III (Jefferson Court) is 222 one bedroom units of subsidized housing 
for the elderly. Built in 1971-72 ona little over two acres of land, this is the 
most recent addition to the downtown housing market. Like Phase II in most respects, 
Jefferson Court has about 90 underground parking spaces with laundry and recreation 
facilities in the basement.

The Regency is the second major speculative venture in high-rise downtown living. 
Designed and built as a 200 unit apartment building in 1969, the Regency was converted 
to condominium living in 1973 when American Invs-Co. took over ownership. The conver- 
sion involved mainly interior decorating and adding new amenities, such as the pent- 
house library, launderette and entertainment area. 


Nearly 50% of the units were sold to the former renters. The 1976 unit costs are:

In the four months following conversion, over half the units were sold, and today the 
Regency is nearly sold out.

Amenities of the condominum include a sun deck, heated outdoor pool and promenade 
over a 3 level, 219 car garage. Three elevators serve all parking and 27 residential 
and lobby/entertainment levels. The landscape design is enhanced by its location 
next to Juneau Park along Kilbourn Avenue. 


Joel Robert Hillman and Associates is credited with the design of the steel, cancrete 
and brick building. Hillman has put up several such towers in Chicago, but this was 
his first in Milwaukee.

The Municipal Office Building is one of the last major buildings designed by the local 
architectural firm, Eschweiler & Eschweiler (dissolved in 1972). It is a concrete 
structure clad with an aluminum and glass reflected curtain wall, with gray aluminized 
and opaque spandrel glass. There are two floors of parking below the offices with an 
entry from Market Street. Under the roadbed is a tunnel which links the new building 
to City Hall. 


A twenty foot drop in grade between Broadway and Market Streets facilitates ground floor 
entries on both levels. Lobby/entry spaces are articulated by scalloped concrete canopies 
which cantilever over the sidewalks. Below these overhangs and set back from the sidewalk 
and building line are the glass enclosed lobbies. The major public entrance on Broadway 
is slightly elevated from the sidewalk level. It includes a small plaza with planters 

and fountain, all clad in a polished black granite. The Market Street lobby has a less 
formal quality oriented to simple green spaces to the north and south and to City Hall.

Lobby and Main entrnace to the building off 6th and 7th Streets is marked by a low glass 
two-story space with a roof of precast concrete arches. The office building itself is 
south of the main lobby running along Wells Street for a full block. Its basic structure 
is steel and poured concrete with precast concrete brick and glass facades on the north 
and south walls. The cast concrete window frames project from the wall, providing a 
partial sunscreen and giving these facades a unique texture and shadow effect. The east 
and west elevations are sheer walls of tan brick from the second through tenth floors.

800 W. Wells Street 





Milwaukee's Public Museum is a unique idea in natural history museums. Its collection 
hosts an array of exhibitions, from the earth's evolution to the recreation of the Streets 
of Old Milwaukee. 


The building is a cruciform shape with severe aesthic appeal as dictated by the flush 
windowless facades. There are 130,000 square feet of exhibition space in the 350,000 
square foot building. The remaining two-thirds of the building are office, lobby, mechan- 
ical, exhibit/design/construction space and a 350 seat lecture hall. There are 7 floors 
plus a basement, including a penthouse and a rooftop greenhouse in the central form, and 

4 floors and a basement in the wings to the east and west. At Wells and 7th Streets the 
site is landscaped with an arrival drive. The Northeast corner is a truck garage, loading 
dock and 30 car surface parking lot. The North & West facades front onto MacArthur Square. 


The Milwaukee architecture firm of Eschweiler & Eschweiler designed the building using a 
heavy concrete and steel frame to accommodate the wide variety of loading conditions. 

The exterior is finished in a limestone veneer creating a severe, sensitively proportioned 
massing. The recessed glass main entry on Wells Street and the basement level entry along 
Wells & 7th Streets are the only main relief from the hard-edged form.

4. MACARTHUR SQUARE 





MacArthur Square is a multilevel civic center plaza stacked on top of a three floor, 1,440 
car city parking structure and tunnels linking Kilbourn Avenue and 6th Street to the free- 
way system. It is the product of the 1964 study prepared by Donald Grieb Associates, 
entitled, City of Milwaukee Civic Center Plaza Report. It was planned to be one of the 
downtown major public spaces serving as the western terminus for the 1892 Frederick Law 
Olmstead plan for Milwaukee's downtown open space. 


Tt is built on three levels stepping down from the Courthouse to the Safety Building and 
then to the Museum and Police Buildings. Entries to the Square are: from two winding 
pedestrian ramps off 7th Street, from wells Street west of the Museum, from State Street 
both north and south of the Safety Building and through all the buildings on the Square. 
The lower level focus is a reflecting pool and fountain running up to the Police Adminis- 
tration Building. The south end of this level was planned to relate to the Museum and 
accommodate a dome-covered exhibiting Space Center. This in turn was to link up with the 
State Office Building and MECCA via an enclosed elevated bridge. The future of the skywalk 
and Space Center ideas remain undecided. 


Two stairways ascend to the upper plaza level which is textured with a rectangular gridwork | 
of paving leading up to the Courthouse. Grass and flower beds fill the voids in the grid 

of the median level complemented by the Schoenleber Memorial Clock Tower. The giant, 23 
foot, 3-faced teardrop-shaped clock is suspended from the vaulting roof arches of the 85. 
foot tile glazed tower. Below the clock is a hexagonal shaped stage house with two 

animated sets, one scene depicting pioneer life in Wisconsin, and the second a 19th century 
park scene set in a Victorian Bandshell. A little known amenity of the tower is its Big 

Ben Chimes and 183 bell Carillon that can be amplified on to the Square or to other locations 
over ordinary telephone lines.

6. MILWAUKEE POST OFFICE 
345 W. St. Paul Avenue 





one of Milwaukee's largest buildings and a 1971 wisconsin AIA award winner is the 
Milwaukee Post Office by Miller, Waltz, Diedrich, Architects and Associates Inc. The 


development was put together by a group of local investors ona sale/leaseback agreement 
with the United States Post Office. 


An interesting facet of the development program was that the new building be constructed 
on the air rights over the railroad tracks which lead to the new passenger terminal 
directly to the west. Over one-third of the building occupies these air FIGDCS « 


Another important feature is the mail handling equipment. More than $1,500,000 was spent 
on the most up-to-date processing equipment available and the space to house it. Much 
of this machinery is hung from the ceiling to conserve floor space for other uses. 


The design concept was to reflect the transportation oriented image of this regional 
distribution center in the structural design. Its sheer size (950' x 465'), as well as 
its connecting ramps, emphasize the idea of vehicular orientation. To express the per- 
manence and simplicity of the structure while assuring economical maintenance, building 
materials were limited to concrete, self-washing Lannon stone, and weathering steel. 


In addition to mail handling facilities the design incorporates docking berths for 120 
trucks, a vehicular maintenance shop, a sheltered parking facility and a 5,400 square foot 
"grand hall" customer service space. This large lobby area is articulated with a concrete 
entrance canopy, reflecting pools, and plantings, giving it a more human scale.

7. PERFORMING ARTS 
CENTER 
929 N. Water Street 





In 1944 a proposal was made to create a permanent hall for music and theater and a memorial 
to Milwaukee's World War II victims. A master plan for a two building complex, one 

housing the visual arts and the other for performing arts, was prepared for a lakefront 
site. Construction began in 1955 on the War Memorial Arts Center, but due to lack of 
funding and changing needs, the concert and theater facilities were not included in this 
first phase. Later, a riverfront site was chosen for another facility to house all of 
Milwaukee's performing arts, more centrally located in respect to other downtown features. 


In 1963 the concept for the PAC (Performing Arts Center) was formalized, and less than a 
year later Chicago architect Harry Weese unveiled the preliminary building design. While 
funds were being raised between 1964-66, the construction cost rose from $6 million to 
$7.5 million. When the pavilion, meeting rooms and second level lobby were added, the 
cost jumped to $9.7 million. The County Board, fearing that a major delay could short- 
circuit the whole building program, voted to donate the remaining $2 million necessary to 
complete the funding. By its grand opening in the Fall of 1969, the total cost had run 
up to $12 million. 


There are three major theaters in the new center: Uihlein Hall - 2,331 seats, Vogel Hall - 
482 seats, and the Todd Wehr Theater - 504 seats. A lower level restaurant (The Velvet 
Chair) and Bradley Pavilion provide meeting, dining, and banquet space for groups up to 
500. In addition, the second level lobby, art gallery and the roof garden offer yet 
another dimension to the PAC's facilities. 


The PAC has a steel skeleton sheathed in Italian Travertine marble. The interior Linishn 

is rich in both color and material. Plush red carpet and velvet seats in a continental 
theater arrangement create an exquisite contract with the sculptured plaster of gold and 
off-white. Lighting fixtures are polished with clear glass light bulbs. The main house 
lighting comes from a 25-foot diameter chandelier with clear bulbs which are suspended from 
the ceiling by an intricate series of cables. The final result is a dynamic modern 

design with fine detail and an elegant atmosphere. 


PERFORMING ARTS CENTER 


The PAC grounds play a significant role in the downtown open space plan. Situated on 

the east bank of the Milwaukee River next to City Hall and the Pabst Theater, the new 
center is one of the downtown's more spectacular and choice sites. The center is located 
at the intersection of Water Street (historically a major commercial and banking street) 
and Kilbourn Avenue (downtown's green public corridor lined with government facilities 
and parks). 


The PAC grounds are also close to the center of the downtown and part of a larger public 
open Space, Civic Center Fast, which includes Pere Marquette Park, Red Arrow Park, City 
Hall, the Pabst Theater and MGIC Plaza. The landscape design of the PAC is a rigid 
rectilinear pattern of brick pavers, concrete and lawn. Major attractions within the 
grid are a manicured grove of dwarf chestnut trees, a fountain and several sculptural 
pieces. 


Access to the PAC is mainly from Water Street, State Street and the riverwalk at grade or 
via a 128 foot enclosed pedestrian bridge. This skywalk spans State Street connecting 
the theaters with a 4 level, 702 car parking structure designed specifically for and 
managed by the PAC. 


Milwaukee's PAC is one of the finest modern facilities of its kind in the country. Built 
with $10 million in private donations and $2 million in County donations, the center is 
an excellent example of the successful partnership between local business and government.

This multi-story parking and office structure design includes the structural base for a 
high-rise tower designed for future upward expansion. The building utilizes air rights 
over the northbound lane of the north-south freeway at the Courthouse Interchange. 


There are three floors of parking for 400 cars over a ground floor office space which 
houses computer facilities. Independent spiral entrance and exit ramps lead to and 
from the parking floors. A partial basement adjacent to the freeway and the isolated 
top level office space make up the remainder of the facilities. 


The building totals 70,000 square feet of office space for the Milwaukee County Department 
of Public Works and the Milwaukee County Expressway Commission.

9. POLICE ADMINISTRATION 
BUILDING 
749 W. State Street 





The architectural design concept was to create a structure that maintained the low 
profile of the other civic center buildings, keeping the Courthouse as the focus. 
Achieving the desired quantity of space and keeping the building low required the use 

of nearly all of the available building site. The result is a broad, low-scale building. 


The State Street (north) facade is softened by the arrival canopy which also extends over 
2 fine-teller windows. The south facade is set back one structural bay at the plaza 

level to a glass wall that exposes the primary circulation and lobby function. The 
setback also reduces the mass impact on the Square. A skywalk and parking level connection 
tie the Police Administration Building to the County Safety Building. 


The broad north and south elevations are delineated with narrow vertical windows, sun- 
screened by precast concrete fins. These integrate well with the fenestration design 
for safety windows in the 106 prison celis and controlled lighting in the police and 
fire department offices. This facade treatment, carried over to the roof, encloses 
and hides the building's mechanical equipment.

DO's MILWAUKEE EXPOSITION 
& CONVENTION CENTER 
& ARENA (MECCA) 
500 W. Kilbourn Avenue 





The latest addition to Milwaukee's bid for national convention and tourist trade is its 
$15 million, 132,000 square foot exposition center. Constructed on 5.5 acres of prime 
downtown land and linked to the Arena and Auditorium buildings via a convenient skywalk, 
this City-owned structure is a symbol of the local government's continuing commitment to 
the: region's diverse and prosperous future. 


The 15,600 person capacity of the new air conditioned structure, combined with the sports 
arena's 11,850 capacity and the auditorium's 6,250 capacity, makes MECCA one of the 
largest and best equipped modern facilities in the Midwest. The building's major attrac- 
tion is its 66,000 square foot, 45 foot high "Great Hall" with another 66,000 square feet 
under a 20 foot ceiling. Electrical, plumbing, telephone and compressed air services are 
supplied throughout the exhibit area, and the food service is designed to handle up to 
7,000 people at one seating. 


MECCA is a unigue architectural addition to Milwaukee central city. The softly lit brick 
arcade raised slightly above Kilbourn Avenue provides convenient pedestrian protection 

from busy traffic and inclement weather, and adds a human dimension to an inherently super- 
scale building. The upper level is clad in white aluminum panels, creating a rhythmic 
setting for the dark faceted solar glazing. A simple, functional, unobtrusive building, 
MECCA forms a public focal point around which the more dynamic, graceful architecture of 
private commercial developments will rise.

From incorporation in 1846 until 1896 Milwaukee's City Government operated out of a 
variety of makeshift headquarters, from a church basement, livery stable and hotel, to 
commercial buildings and eventually the old County Courthouse. In 1889 the Common 
Council took steps toward establishing a permanent City headquarters, in 1890 the Market 
Street site was chosen and in 1891 a nationwide City Hall competition was commissioned. 


The winning design by Henry C. Koch of Milwaukee was selected from the eleven finalists 
on the basis of aesthetic appeal and economic feasibility. The architectural style of 
the structure is "Flemish Renaissance," similar to the style so popular in Germany and 
the low countries in the late 19th century. Construction is of granite at the base, 
sandstone for the first two stories, pressed orange brick and terra cotta from the ara 
through the ninth floors, and a slate roof. The dominant structural feature is the 

393 foot bell tower housing the ten ton "Big Ben" which in 1900 was the third largest 
bell in the world. The bell is seldom rung anymore because its vibrations could weaken 
the structure. The interior design focuses on the monumental 20' x 70' central light- 
well open through eight floors of the structure. 


The masonry and iron structure contains 107,270 square feet of office space on nine 
floors and a basement. City Hall was constructed in 1894-96 by Paul Neisen Corporation 
for $945,311, 20% under the $1.25 million building budget appropriated. 


In 1970 the building was officially enrolled as a City landmark and entered on the 
National Register of Historic Places. Three years later the building exterior was 
cleaned, repaired and chemically sealed to restore and preserve its 19th century charm. 
The cost of the restoration was $1,800,000 and took two years to complete.

13. PABST THEATRE 
144 E. Wells Street 


CML, MCD, WI, NR, HABS 





This grand Victorian Baroque theatre was designed in 1885 for Captain Frederick Pabst. 
by the Pabst Brewing Company architect Otto Strack. It replaced the Nunnemacher Grand 
Opera House destroyed by fire in January of that same year. At its opening in November, 
1895, the Pabst Theatre was acclaimed by theatre experts to be the grandest, safest, 
most complete facility of its kind in the nation. 


Through the years the Pabst has undergone several modifications. The most dramatic of 
these was the 1928 remodeling in which badly needed structural and mechanical improvements 
were made. In addition, the interior design and decoration were altered to reflect the 
then current Art Deco style. This involved use of softer colors, Tiffanyesque light 
fixtures, and removal of some of the theatre's grander appointments, namely: the elegant 
wall boxes, the glittering crystal chandelier, a main center aisle, and one of the two 
marble staircases. 


In the 1940's the theatre was again cleaned and its decorative glamour restored. The 
Pabst Theatre Restaurant Cafe which complemented the east wall of the theatre (the 
last remnant of the Nunnemacher Opera House) was torn down for the widening of Water 
Street. This exposed the brick structural wall which detracted from the building's 
sensitive detailing. 


In 1953 Fred Pabst sold the financially troubled theatre to the Pabst Theatre Foundation. 
Seven years later the Foundation, in turn, sold the theatre to the Milwaukee Common 
Council for $250,000 with an agreement to lease it to the Foundation for a nominal 
charge. 


The theatre continued to be plagued with financial difficulties throughout the 60's, 
and a new paint and carpeting effort in 1961 only covered up the problems caused by 

the building's age. As the decade wound to a close and the new Performing Arts Center 
neared completion, serious questions were raised as to the need for the Pabst Theatre 
at its high maintenance cost. A movement born in 1967 to make a pictorial record and 
then demolish the structure was met by a community response which resulted in admitting 
the Pabst to the list of City landmarks. 


PABST THEATRE 


Dispute over the future of the Pabst mellowed in 1974 when the City committed $475,000 
to restore the theatre to its 1895 character. 
ration funds, and $500,000 from the Pabst Brewery and family, the City redeveloped 
the theatre, integrating modernized theatre facilities with the recaptured charm of 
The Pabst Theatre reopened September 23, 1976.

15. THE WAR MEMORIAL 
CENTER & ART 
CENTER 
750 N. Lincoln Memorial Drive 





The roots of the present Milwaukee Art Center extend back to 1888 when English immigrant 
and meat packing industrialist Frederick Layton gave the Layton Art Gallery to the city, 
This was a period of great artistic activity in this region marked by the founding of 
The Milwaukee Art Association (1888) and the Milwaukee Art Society (established in 1910 
and later renamed the Milwaukee Art Institute in 1916). 


The Layton Art Gallery featured an impressive collection of 19th century paintings and 
sculptures by European and American artists. These works were housed in a neo-classical 
building which stood at 758 N. Jefferson Street. It was razed in 1957. 


The Milwaukee Art Society also had a fire art collection consisting of paintings by Zorn, 
Whistler, Durer, Haden, Rembrandt, engravings by Cole and Piranesi, and prints by Corot, 
Daubigny, Millet, Rousseau and Delacriox. These were housed in a converted office 
building at 722 N. Jefferson, which became the Milwaukee Art Institute in 1916. This 

was a white stone building of French Renaissance design by architect Harry Bogner. In 
addition to its galleries, the Art Institute provided space for artistic instruction. 


For nearly four decades the Milwaukee Art Institute and the Layton Art Gallery operated 
independently,, building separate collections and sponsoring different activities. In 
1944 a proposal was made to combine the two collections into a new art center and a 
memorial to WWI and WWII victims. The War Memorial Corporation was established a year 
later to perform a needs assessment and raise funds. 


In 1945 the architectural firm of Saarinen, Swanson and Saarinen was commissioned to do 
a design proposal for the new art museum and performing arts center to be built on the 
lakefront at the end of Mason Street. The elder Saarinen, Eliel, prepared most of the 
initial scheme which was an elaborate group of interlocking buildings. These included 

a Veterans Memorial Hall and Arcade, an art museum, halls for music and drama, an 
administrative wing and a Memorial Court and reflecting pool. Unfortunately before this 
design could be implemented, Eliel Saarinen died. 


THE WAR MEMORIAL CENTER & ART CENTER 


The specifics of the site and design were debated for years until 1955 when an entirely 
different building design by the late Saarinen's son, Eero Saarinen, was approved. The 
new design was less capacious but far more dynamic than the preceding design. 


Construction on the 5 level structure of steel and concrete was started in 1955. Galleries 
were featured in the 2 lower levels with entry off Harbor Drive. Office, lobby, and 
Memorial Plaza were designed to open onto the Lincoln Memorial Bridge. Two levels of 
office and classroom floors above were expressed in a magnificent cruciform, composed of 
four cantilevers, set on twenty wedge-shaped pillars. These pillars on the glass walls 
of the street level frame a view of Lake Michigan from Mason Street and give the massing 
above an illusion of defying gravity. The basic structure was completed in 1957. 

However, due to lack of funds, the west elevation and lower galleries remained incomplete. 
Edmund D. Lewandowski designed a mosaic for the west facade depicting the dates of WWII 
and the Korean Conflict in Roman Numerals. The mosaic is made of ceramic tiles and at 
its completion in 1957 was the largest outdoor mosaic in the country. The galleries on 
the lower floors were completed in 1962. 


In 1972 another major fund drive was started, spurred by a challenge grant from Mrs. Harry 
Lynde Bradley and the Allen-Bradley Foundation. The goal was to fund an addition to the 
Art Center to house an important collection of modern art by Mrs. Bradley and as well as 
other acquisitions. Some 2,000 doners contributed some $7,200,000 for the new building. 


David Kahler, President of Kahler, Slater and Fitzhugh Scott, Architects, designed the 
addition. Construction was completed in 1976 on the 3 level, 150,000 square foot 
building of which about 55% is gallery space. It also included a new cafeteria, storage, 
concession space, meeting rooms and a roof top plaza extending the Memorial Court, over- 
looking Lake Michigan. 


The new building seeks to create a low-key background for the Saarinen War Memorial Center. 
It blends into the exterior lives of the existing gallery levels on the lower floors 
reaching out to the lake shore. This east facade which overlooks the lake is a wall of 
tinted glass set back from the building edge screening out the direct sunlight and echoing 
the mass and proportions of the Saarinen building above. The addition also included a 
delivery ramp accessible to the basement level for convenient and safe art deliveries. 


The building provides great efficiency and flexibility for the display of all kinds of art. 
The finished exhibit space was constructed at $45/square foot.

Central Library is the main facility of the Milwaukee Public Library System and its opera- 
tions are under the jurisdiction of the Board of Trustees, Milwaukee Public Library. At 
present, portions of the west wing are occupied by other City Departments. 


The site of the original Public Library-Public Museum Building was purchased between 1890 
and 1892. In 1894, the Joint Board of Trustees of the Public Library and Public Museum 
selected the architectural firm of Ferry & Clas to design the new structure. Construction 


began in 1895, and the library and museum occupied the building in 1898. 


In 1909-1912, an addition was erected on the north end of the east wing, and the east and 
west wing were joined on the north, primarily to accommodate expanded museum facilities. 


In 1913-1914, two floors were added to a single-story section inside the court to increase 
library space. 


By the year 1953, the museum had occupied approximately two-thirds of the existing building. 
At the same time the library's growing collection was demanding more space for stacks and 
services. In 1977, the 75th Anniversary Year of the Museum/Library, a $3.5 million dollar 
bond referendum was passed assuring the construction of the Central Library addition. 

This included 175,000 square feet distributed over two public service floors and four 
storage tiers. Architects Herbert J. Grassold and Elmer A. Johnson drew the plans, and 
Siesel Construction Company Was the principal contractor for the addition, which opened 

in 1956. 


A new Public Museum Building opened in 1963, and as the museum vacated portions of the 
north and east wings of the Central Library Building, the areas were remodeled for library 
purposes, except for the west wing as noted above. 


The central library building has undergone a program of exterior restoration. The Library's 
"Priends" organization, the Bookfellows, will conduct a campaign in 1978 to raise funds 

for restoration of the library lecture hall which will highlight the library's centennial 
observance in 1978. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY BUILDING 


In 1902, Judge James M. Pereles donated two elaborate bronze electroliers to flank the 


front stairs of the Central Library Building. 


The Faye McBeath gift to the library provided for the beautiful setting of our Central 


Youth Library in the addition, 


including a French tapestry depicting characters from 


Kilping's Jungle Book tale Rikki-Tikki-Tavi, by the artist Joan Miro. 


With the Wehr Foundation gift to the Library it was possible to remodel an area for the 


Wehr-McLenegan Rare Books Room. 


In this room hangs one of the most famous Carl Spitzweg 


canvases, The Bookworm, a gift to the library from Rene' von Schleinitz. 


The Milwaukee Landmarks Commission adopted a resolution in 1969 officially designating 
and declaring the stately French and Italian Renaissance style Central Library Building, 
with its magnificent rotunda and old convent Sienna marble staircases, a landmark of the 


City of Milwaukee. 


The Central Library Building was entered in the National Register of Historic Places in 1975.

17. MILWAUKEE COUNTY 
COURTHOUSE & 
SAFETY BUILDING 

901 N. 9th Street 





The County Courthouse at the terminus of Kilbourn Avenue on MacArthur Square is the third 
in Milwaukee's history. The previous two were located on what is now Cathedral Square. 

The present building was the result of a national design competition held in the late 
1920's. Of the thirty-three submissions, New York Architect Albert Randolph Ross's design 
was selected. The project took three years (1929-1931) and $10 million to build. 

A later addition was constructed over the freeway to the west, tied together by a skywalk. 


The architecture, influenced by the classic revival movement stimulated by the 1893 World's 
Fair in Chicago, is Romanesque with fluted Corinthian columns. The complex elevations are 
finished in Bedford (Indiana) limestone. The Courthouse is a grand monument and an im- 
pressive piece of architecture. 


In 1975, the County issued a directive to begin a program to restore the exterior and 
redesign and modernize the Courthouse and Safety Building to extend and improve their 
useful lives. Due to the enormous scale of the project, the County chose to tackle the 
project in annual increments. To date, two courthouse facades have been cleaned and 
restored. Insulated glass and air conditioning have been installed in portions of both 
buildings, and some office redesign has occurred. At the current pace both buildings 

will have undergone this renovation process by 1985 at costs ranging anywhere from £20 to 
S30 miLiion.

PUBLIC PARKS AND PLACES 


Downtown Milwaukee has seven County parks, several public plazas and squares and a 
developing lakefront. Most of these parks and places are linked together in a downtown 
landscape plan conceived near the turn of the century by Frederick Law Olmstead. 
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Kilbourn Avenue, running east-west, and the Milwaukee River, flowing north-south, intersect 
in the major central open space called Civic Center/East. MacArthur Square forms the 
western terminus, and Juneau Park the eastern terminus, of Kilbourn Avenue with all but 


one of the County parks located along Te. 


In addition to the County Park System, there are several other semi-private and public 
open spaces. These include the Marine Plaza, MGIC Plaza, Gimbels Riverwalk, MacArthur 
Square, the Art Center (Fritsch Plaza), Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance Company Plaza 
(expected for completion in 1978-79), Summerfest Grounds, the McKinley Marina and the 
War Memorial/Milwaukee Art Center Grounds. 


Les PERE MARQUETTE PARK 


This 1.9 acre park marks the campsite of Pere Jacques Marquette, French Jesuit Missionary 
who with two French Canadians, Pierre Porteret and Jacques Largillier, in 1673 first 
explored the eastern Lake Michigan shores and the upper Mississippi Valley. They were 
the first known white men to visit this site in November 23-27, 1674. The first memorial 
to Marquette Park is located at what now is Carl Zeidler Park. 


The park features shrubs, trees, flowerbeds, and winding brick paths covering the broad 
green banks running down to the Milwaukee River. The site was expanded in 1975 with the 
closing of Plankinton Avenue between N. 3rd Street and W. Kilbourn Avenue, bringing the 
Park right up to the east doors of the Milwaukee County Historical Society. The theme 
is carried through the park with the Pere Marquette historic plaque and a large old 
Sidewalk clock (not yet installed). 


Los JUNEAU PARK 


The largest and one of the oldest parks in the downtown is Juneau Park located at the 
eastern terminus of Kilbourn Avenue. The park is named after Solomon Juneau, one of 
Milwaukee's founding fathers, and includes statues of Juneau and Leif Ericson and a 
replica of Juneau's cabin. 


The park includes land purchased from the Northwestern Railroad and property reclaimed 
by landfill along the Lake. The War Memorial Art Center and a duck sanctuary and 
fishing lagoon are the major physical attractions of the Park. Lincoln Memorial Drive 
and Bridge also originate here. 


20. CATHEDRAL SQUARE 


This plot was once the site of the Courthouse, then called Courthouse Square. The land 
(one acre) was donated to the City by Solomon Juneau and Morgan L. Martin in 1837 for 

a new municipal building. Over the years the park grew to 2.3 acres, and ownership was 
transferred to the County Park Commission in 1937. 


The park's major features are a stone statue of the "Immigrant Mother," two other historical 
markers and a fountain sculpture by Paul Yank. These are set in a flat green space with . 
a variety of trees, shrubs and flowers integrated into a radial paving pattern. 


2h. RED ARROW PARK 


This 1.3 acre park was completed in 1970 replacing old Red Arrow Park at N. 10th Street 
and W. Wisconsin Avenue which was displaced by the freeway's Marquette Interchange. It 
is named after the famed Red Arrow Division. 


A fountain is the focal point of the paved promenade which sweeps through the park 
surrounded by bushes, trees, and flower beds. The park was designed to complement the 
Performing Arts Center across Water Street, as well as the MGIC headquarters plaza 
which overlooks the park. 


22 CARL ZIEDLER PARK 


Land for this 1.2 acre park was donated in 1835 by Milwaukee pioneers Byron Kilbourn, 
Solomon Juneau, Albert Fowler, John McCarthy, and Archibald Clybourn. Trees, flowers 
and lawn provide a simple comfortable breathing space for downtowners. The park was 
originally named 4th Ward Square, later became Marquette Park and finally Carl Ziedler 
Park named after the former Milwaukee Mayor who was killed in World War II. Recently 
Blue Cross of Wisconsin donated a "turn of the century" bandstand which stands in the 
center of the park. 


23% CLAS PARK 


Alfred C. Clas was a famous Milwaukee architect (Ferry and Clas) and a prominent civic 
planner. Some of the more important buildings designed by this firm include: 


Cudahy Tower and Apartment Building 1909-1929 
Northwestern National Insurance Company L906 
St. John's Cathedral 1847 
First Unitarian Church 1892 
Milwaukee Public Library 1897 
Milwaukee Auditorium 1909 


As a member of the County Park Board (1907-17), Clas fostered and nurtured the idea for 
a Civic Center which was eventually developed in 1973 as MacArthur Square, the focus 
for County, City and State buildings at the west end of Kilbourn Avenue. 


Formerly called Courthouse South, Clas Park was created in 1967 following the completion 
of the Courthouse Annex and the North-South Freeway. Benches, flower beds and walks 
cover the rolling green running from Wells Street up to the Courthouse. National, State 
and County flags represent the seats of the respective governments in Milwaukee. The 
0.8 acre park was formally renamed in early LOTSs 


24a. BURNS TRIANGLE 


This 0.6 acre park was formerly known as lst Ward Triangle and Franklin Square. It 
was dedicated by plat without consideration in the year 1847 by James H. Rogers. 
In 1937 it was transferred to the county from the City of Milwaukee.

Other major features are a post tensioned porte cochere of white concrete, and a 100' 
high steel bell tower which is integrated into the building structural system.

5. YMCA OF METROPOLITAN 
MILWAUKEE, INC. - 
CENTRAL BRANCH 

915 W. Wisconsin Avenue 





The new Central Building was planned by local laymen and staff with the assistance of the 
National YMCA Building and Furnishing Services and the local architects and engineers that 
were engaged at the time. 


The building provides over 200,000 square feet of program space in the 18 stories. Included 
in the plan are 480 residence rooms, food service areas, swimming pool, gymnasiums, hand- 
ball and racquetball courts, men's and women's locker rooms, health services, Sauna and 
steam baths, meeting rooms, craft and music practice rooms, theater, chapel, social hall, 
weight room, administrative sections, lounyes and lobbies, game rooms and bowling alleys. 


A major capital funds campaign conducted in the Milwaukee Metropolitan area produced the 
major portion of the money necessary to construct this fine facility. 


Tt is estimated that over 43 million persons have been served in the health-physical 
education-recreation facilities, residence, food service and in various meeting rooms and 
informal education courses since the opening of the Central Branch. 


The Wisconsin Avenue plant replaced the old downtown building on North Fourth Street. In 
1966 the Milwaukee YMCA attached a two story office complex to the Central Building to 
house the Metropolitan offices of the YMCA. 


Some modifications and improvements have been added to the basic operation, the latest of 
which is an 18-lap mile jogging track in the upper part of the main gymnasium. A new 
total fitness center and laboratory is on the drawing board to enhance the health and 
fitness analysis and diagnostic assistance to develop and improve the designed exercise 
program for members and persons referred to the YMCA. Long range planning is underway to 
improve the capacity to serve the people who live and work in the central city and to

enhance their quality of life. The future of informal education along with health and 
physical education is and will continue to receive major attention by the program staff. 


As Marquette University is a major positive factor in the future of the Central City, Jt 

is important to record the expanding cooperation that exists between the YMCA and Marquette 
in providing residence, food, informal education, physical education and recreation 
services to Marquette students.

6. MILWAUKEE SCHOOL OF

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The School was founded in 1902 by Oscar Werwath who brought the advanced technical training 
techniques of Europe to a burgeoning industrial Milwaukee. The first building was at 
1025-27 Winnebago Street. A graduate of advanced technical schools at Darmstadt and 
Hanover, Werwath achieved recognized status as a mechanical and electrical engineer. His 
school was chartered as a College of Engineering by the State of Wisconsin in 1917, and 

in 1932 incorporated as a nonstock, nonprofit institution of higher learning. 


Today, the Milwaukee School of Engineering is a member of and is accredited by the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. It offers 18 educational programs 

in engineering, engineering technology and management, 12 of which are accredited by the 
Engineers' Council for Professional Development. Day enrollment approximates 1,300 students 
from the 50 states and 35 foreign lands; evening enrollment - 1,000 men and women. 


The present campus in downtown Milwaukee comprises eight buildings on five city blocks with 
a total replacement value of over $22 million. The Broadway Building, the former German- 
English Academy, was acquired in 1932, the Milwaukee Street Building (administration) in

1948, and the Allen-Bradley Hall of Science in 1960. 


Newer buildings include the Roy W. Johnson Residence Hall, completed in 1965; the Margaret 
Loock Residence Hall, completed in 1967; and the Fred Loock Engineering Center, completed 
in 1967. There is approximately 1,000,000 square feet in the campus buildings with student 
residence in the two 1l2-story dormitories to the north, academic facilities to the south, 
and administration-student services in the center.

The Jewish Community Complex is actually three separate buildings designed and constructed 
independently providing a variety of functions. Formerly, these functions were housed 

in three separate buildings in the downtown dating back as far as 1906. They all have 

the primary purpose of serving the Milwaukee area Jewish community. 


The Community Center was built in 1955 to provide a meeting and recreation facility. The 
83,000 square foot building was remodeled in 1971 to expand its health facilities and to 
Provide additional racquetball courts. 


In 1972-1974, the Milwaukee Jewish Home was constructed. This facility is a residential 
treatment center for elderly who need some form of consistent medical attention. It is 

a nonprofit institution established with the concept of providing a low cost, comfortable, 
urban atmosphere for its users. The top four floors Provide residence for 200 people: 

136 single bed units and 32 two bed units. The lower floors house the home offices, a 
medical clinic, meeting rooms and a synagogue. The basement is a 200 car garage for visitors 
and Stari. 


The Milwaukee Jewish Federation's Evan and Marion Helfaer Community Service Building is the 
newest and most architecturally dynamic of the three. This building is named after the 
local philanthropist Evan Helfaer who made it possible. It was designed by Edward Durrell 
Stone. The massing of the building and the interplay of brick and tinted glass are es- 
pecially sensitive and well proportioned. The major feature of the design is a three 

story garden atrium on the northwest corner, which is a display case for a tapestry designed 
by Marc Chagall. This piece is 14' x 19' and was woven by Yvette Cauguil Prince from a 
gouache painted by Chagall.

The YWCA is taking an increasingly unique and active role in the stimulation and revital- 
ization of the downtown as a cultural activity center. The conversion of the cafeteria 
into a public restaurant, the creation of a fitness center, an outdoor restaurant, and 

the programming of new innovative group activities all focus on the "Y" as another part 
of the urban experience. Currently, plans are being developed for an elderly multipurpose 
recreation center on the lower level. 


One of the more noteworthy projects is "Camp Downtown" beginning the Summer of 1977, This 
is a day camp for children Monday through Friday featuring downtown field trips and tours, 
and arts and crafts workshops. Another important activity is a sidewalk cafe on the south 
side of the building along East Michigan Street which opened in June of 1977.

Mount Sinai Medical Center is a nonprofit Jewish funded hospital serving people from 
all partes of the city: tC is centrally located near the downtown and the inner city 
with the intended charitable goal of providing quality medical services to people re- 
gardless of race, ereed,;, or income. 


The institution was founded in 1904 in a15 bed infirmary at N. 4th Street and Walnut 
(presently used as a tavern). In 1914 the first building of the present complex was 
constructed at 12th and Kilbourn Streets. Additions were made in 1924, 1937, 1956 

and 1976. Presently the Medical Center is the 3rd or 4th largest in the city with 300 
inpatient rooms and nearly 400,000 square feet of full service facilities, including 

24 hour emergency care, intensive care, laboratories, outpatient care and a professional 
building for the hospital Stat tf. 


The recent addition more than doubled the service capacity of the facility with 192 new 
rooms and multiple new services. These are contained in a white concrete 5 story building 
much of which is raised up above grade on piers and connected to the old facilities via 

a skywalk over 12th Street.

15. MARQUETTE UNIVERSITY 
1100 - 1800 W. Wisconsin Avenue 





Since its founding, Marquette has played a major role in shaping Milwaukee's urban character. 
Founded in 1848, Marquette College received its State Charter in 1864. The Society of 

Jesus established the school at the request of John Martin Henni, the City's first Catholic 
Bishop, naming it after the famous 17th century Jesuit missionary and explorer, Father 
Jacques Marquette. Actual class instruction began in 1881, and the school was without any 
permanent buildings until the construction of Johnston Hall in 1907, the same year 
University status was granted. 


Today, nearly a century later, Marquette University is one of the nation's finest and largest 
Catholic urban universities. Some 12,000 undergrad, graduate, and professional students 
attend classes at the 64 acre downtown campus. 


Wisconsin Avenue, a major east-west thoroughfare, divides the campus into northern (resi- 
dential) and southern (academic) zones. Another pedestrian axis parallel to the avenue 
and three north-south malls form a gridwork that unifies the different areas and gives 
the campus an internal focus. 


There are 37 university owned buildings, including 6 resident halls housing nearly 3,000 
students, and 1,565,607 square feet of space for academic use. These structures accommodate 
46 departments offering degrees in 13 bachelor, 24 masters, and 9 doctoral disciplines. 


MARQUETTE UNIVERSITY 


In the early 1960's, the University prepared a master plan covering about 60 acres based 
on expansion of academic programs and enrollment. The city helped facilitate that plan by 
securing subsidies for the land assembly and clearance through urban renewal. Since that 
time, Marquette has completed in excess of $45,000,000 in capital improvements. 


The concept behind Marquette's master plan. is based on a sustained enrollment of 12,000 
students. As funds become available, buildings will be modernized or replaced depending 
on age and the requirements of the disciplines housed therein. The architecture focuses 

on a progressive urban theme utilizing the most current styles, materials, and technologies 
rather than following one or two dominant design styles. The result is a comfortable 
balance between different ages of architecture and a modern plan of landscaped open space 
that blends into the downtown character.

The central or main campus of the Milwaukee Area Technical College (M.A.T.C.) evolved 
from the Milwaukee Vocational School. Wisconsin was the first state in 1911 to pass 

a compulsory continuing education law, and in 1912 the'firse school for vocational 
education was started in the Manufacturers Home Building on Mason Street and the 
Milwaukee River. The present campus originated with the Eschweiler & Gerrit DeGelleke 
design constructed in 1916 at 7th and Highland Avenue. Additions by DeGelleke in 1921 
and 1928 completed the $3,000,000 main building, making it the largest vocational 
school in the nation up to 1938. 


In the last three decades the campus has nearly doubled in size with the acquisition and 
conversion of several surrounding buildings (totaling 9 and 1,100,000 s.f. in LOT) « 

This amounted to more than $20,000,000 in renovations and new construction cost. These 
improvements generally include four major buildings: “F" (Fourth Street) Building - 
renovated in 1948, "T" (Technical & Industrial) Building - construction completed in 

1959, "C" (Continuing Education Center) - construction completed in 1965 and Main building 
renovated in the 1970's. 


New North, South and West Campuses are now operating as satellite facilities, offering 
beginning courses in most fields and certain specialty programs. Complete comprehensive 
curriculum will continue to be offered at the Central Campus for its estimated 16,000 
full and part-time students.
